Whitelaw, wish es to warn the public 
of the danger to health that may be 
caused through vent pipes having be- | 
| come stopped owing to frost and snow. 

During severe cold the vent pipes, | 
which lead to the roofs of residences, | 
may became blocked up with frost | 
and snow, this resulting of syphonage | 
of plumbing fixtures and consequent- | 
ly sewer gas finding an outlet in the 
living quarters. | 

The medical officer says that the 
public should be warned that if an 
odor is noticed in the house, ora gurg- 
ling or bubbling sound heard in plumb- | 
ing traps, when closets are being 
flushed, then the vent pipe is closed 
up, and requires immediate attention. 
This attention should not be delayed | 
as otherwise the results to health may | 
be serious. {

The first English settlers bound for 
Virginia sailed from the Downs 311 
years ago today, December 19, 16€06. 
There were 105 emigrants in all on 
board the three tiny ships, the Susan 
Constant, of 100 tons; the Goodspeed, 
of forty tons, and the Discovery, a 
mere cockleshell, of twenty tons. If 
the following April the squadron en- 
tered Chesapeake Bay, and in Ma 
they landed at the place they calle 
Jamestown. Half of the colonists, all 
of whom were men, died before au- 
tumn, when Capt. Smith assumed 
control. Early in 1608 another ship- 
load of emigrants arrived at James- 
town. Then followed, in 1609 and 
‘610, the period known in Virginia 
history as “the starving time,” when 
the colony was reduced from 490 to 
sixty in six ionths. The survivors 
set out in their few small vessels. 
hoping to reach Newf» ndland, but a 
relief ship arrived in the nick of time 
to gave them. There had been earlier 
attempts to colonize Virginia, but 
thos» who left England in 1606 were 
the first to win a permanent foothole 
on the soil of the Old Dominion.

Anniversary of King-Heenan Battle 

“IT was drugged,” has been a favorite alibi of defeated pugilists, 
but the first instance of such a claim being set up may have had 
some truth in it. Many old time r ing followers believe that John C. 
Heenan was only telling the truth when he declared that his defeat 
by Tom King was due to poison. The memorable battle between the 
Irish-American giant, Heenan, and Tom Wing, for the champion- 
ship and $10,000, was fovght in England just fifty-four years ago 
today, Dec 19, 1863. Heenan fought gamely for twenty-four rounds, 
and was half killed before he was finally stopped by the Englishman. 
Heenan’s followers declared that he had been “doped,” and this 
belief was shared by many others. The big Irish-American was a 
machinist before he entered the ring, and it Was an encounter with 
a fellow workman which first gave him the iaea of taking up the 
fighting game. He went to England in 1860 and was matched with 
Tom Sayers, the champion Sayers was comparatively light in 
weight, and only five feet clght, while Heehan was six feet one. The 
Englishman was clever but he couldn't é@seape the American's ter- 
rible punch, and was ali but out when the police interfered. Heenan 
imagined that he was robbed of the victory, and after knocking out 
the champion's seconds and biffing the referee, he ran from the ring 
Both men were awarded belts, althoueh Heenan never got his, and, 


as Sayers immediately announced his retirement from the ring 
Heenaa became the first American heavyweight champion of the 
world, While in England Heenan married Miss Adah Menken, one 
of the most popular actresses of the day, and a great faverite with 
the nobility and literary lights, her friends including Alexander 
Dumas and Charles Dickens She soon tired of the pugilist and 
secured a divorce Heenans alibi in the King batUe was immedi- 


ately taken up by other ring performers and ever since it has been 
the custom for boxers to remark before a fight, in the presence of 
the newspaper men, that they are feeling “dopey.”

When Kilrain and Smith Pought 106 Round Draw. 


Jake Kiirain and Jem Smith fought 106 rounds to a draw on 
Dee 19, 1887, at St. Pierre, France Jem Sintth was the last prise 
ring champion of Wngland while Kilrain, a Baltimore man, had 
claimed the world's tithe and was awarded @ belt emblematic of 
that honor when Sullivan refused to meet him. The bout for the 


belt and the world's title was pulled off on an island in the Seine, and 
was witnessed by a large crowd English sports, with a sprinkling 
of Americans and a number of Frenchmen, most of whom were 
having their first look-ln at the gaimo of “le boxe.” Darkness ended 
the long struggle, but while the decision was a draw, under (the 
terms of the match, Kilrain had all the best of it, Charlie Mitchell 
acted as Kilrain'’s second in this fight.

On Dee 18, 178%, just 128 years ago today, Ben Brain defested 
Tom Tring in thirty minu Dartford, England. Th vus a 
memorable battle, for it mar what Was practicaliy thea beginning 
of the ring career of big Ben Brain, who afterwards reigned as cham- 
pion, while it also marked the downfall of a royal favorite 

Ton: Tring, who siood well over six feet, was a favorile of the 
Prince of Waies, afterwards King George IV, who had employed him 
as a porter at Cariton House. The prince arranged that fom shouid 
be trained as a pugilist by Tom Johnson, the champion, ahd after a 
few private battles, in which tho big fellow was the vietor, Tring 
was matched with Brain. The prince backed his man to the tune 
of $5,000, and, with many other represeniatives of ruyal and noble 
families, witnessed the batule Big Ben had ail the best of the milling 
from the ‘first, and after taking an awful lacing for half an hour, poor 
Tring was felled and could not get up. Tring was dismiased from 
the prince's service in disgrace, while Brain soon afterward fought 
and defeated Jvuiinson, and was champion until his deat’ im 1794

Opposition, New Brunswick a} 
slight loss, Quebee a big gain and | 
Ontario a slight loss. The four 
English speaking Eastern Prov- 
jnces stood pat.
